And ye shall hear of wars and rumors of wars, see that ye be not troubled.” 


OW solemn, and yet how comforting these words of Christ, ringing across the ages, 
sound in the ears of millions of his followers all over the world to-day! Even 
though we may not completely understand, yet we know enough to feel that though heaven and 
earth may pass away, his words shall never pass away. Hitherto we have been on these 
shores mainly spectators of the war; but on April 6th, the President set his seal to the 
action of Congress, and war was formally declared to exist between the United States and 
the German empire. Such a moment creates for us all new and unescapable obligations. 
Especially for those who like the members and officers of this Society are in a peculiar 
sense made custodians of the Holy Scriptures, the oracles of God, war creates new duties. 
We must gird ourselves anew, first of all, for the task of providing Scriptures in suitable 
form and amount for all soldiers and sailors of the United States army and navy. Demands 
are reaching the Bible House for them in numbers that tax present resources to the utmost. 
These are but the first drops of the shower. We must be ready with books enough for the 
whole of the new armies of the land and sea. (See back cover page.) 
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Ture March number of ‘the RECORD con- 
tains a copy of the picture (page 38) of our 
new Bible boat, the ‘‘ Goodwill,’ just before 
it was shipped to Panama for use there. It 
was shipped in due time and put to use at 
once; now, with the coming of war between 
the United States and Germany, the govern- 
ment of the United States has found it neces- 
sary to request its use. The negotiations are 
about completed, and by the time this RECORD 
appears in print we suppose it will have en- 
tered upon the service of the United States. 
Although it is no longer a Bible boat, we think 
our readers may be interested to have a fare- 
well glimpse of it as it was when actually in 
service for the Bible Society, with the staff of 
workers upon it. They will no doubt part 
with it reluctantly, but recognize the prior 
rights of the government, under whose flag it 
will continue to sail as it did when in our own 
service. 

Our readers will look with heightened in- 
terest on the picture of the new Bible House, 
now completed and occupied by our staff at 
Cristobal, with its abundant facilities for the 
storage and proper handling of our books. 


THE western section of the Virgin Islands 
was transferred to the United States about 
the 10th of April. One naturally expects 
American enterprise to reach out to St. 
Thomas, St. John, and St. Croix. On the 
12th of April the American Bible Society 
made its first grant of Scriptures to this 
newly-acquired territory. A parcel of Bibles 
was sent to a Lutheran missionary working 
in St. Thomas, whose request was received 
through a Danish Lutheran minister in New 
York. The field of the American Bible So- 
ciety grows, as the territories of our country 
extend, but it grows by its having a listening 
ear for all appeals. 


WE submit once more the table of gifts from 
the four principal sources for March, 1916, vs. 
March, 1917, and for the first three months of 
the current year as compared with the same 
period for last year. There is an increase in 
church collections for the month of March of 
$1,649.54 and in legacies of $251.10. With 
these exceptions the balance is against us this 
year in every item, and the total for the three 
months shows a decrease for 1917 of $11,- 
672.73. " 

' We must face these unwelcome facts with 
courage and renewed prayer, and also with 
renewed efforts, which we shall not cease nor 


abate; and we must cry aloud and spare not, 


to all our friends and the friends of the Bible 
to help us promptly just at this time, when we 
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need a large increase to give Bibles to the 
soldiers and sailors. It requires faith and 
courage to go on, but let usdo so. We sum- 
mon every friend of the Society to do his 
part, now, to meet this emergency.

Pror. Ross, of the University of Wisconsin, 
has written a most fascinating volume en- 
titled ‘“South of Panama.’’ It is one of the 
best of books to give an insight into the situa- 
tion in the Latin-American countries. On 
page 325 he says: 

““In an interior town I met an American 
missionary representing a Bible society, who 
had come down not knowing a word of Span- 
ish. In fourteen months he has had eight at- 
tacks of the fever, and being a middle-aged 
man, he cannot get on with the language. He 
preaches, but the people laugh at him in their 
sleeves, and he makes no converts. The 
priests sent their followers around to take his 
tracts and then burn them. His three fine 
children, in their teens, are missing all chance 
of an education. Meanwhile, he has the fa- 
natic’s faith that the Lord will open a way.”’ 

We thought it our duty to write to Prof. 
Ross and ask him if this was one of the col- 
porteurs of the American Bible Society. He 
writes us on the 17th of March: ‘‘ The mis- 
sionary referred to on page 325 of ‘ South of 
Panama’ did not represent your Society, 
which everybody knows is levelheaded.”’ 

We are grateful for such appreciative words 
from one who has made a study of these fields 
where our work is carried forward. 


In these days of rivers of blood flowing in 
France, and of mighty explosions destroying 


‘ships all around the coast of England, our 


people are in danger of demanding horrors, 
to excite a jaded interest. Occurrences of 
peace, however, sometimes stir interest quite 
as deep. “ OTe 

Seventy réars ago the American Bible So- 
ciety commenced serious work for the natives 
of the West Coast of Liberia, by publishing 
some portions of Scriptures in the Grebo 
language, the translation having been made 
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by a missionary of the American Episcopal 
Church, afterward widely known as the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Payne. 

This Society has never ceased to take a 
warm interest in the development of the peo- 
ple of the colored republic, making grants of 
Scriptures to the missions of two or three 
different denominations working in Liberia. 
It is an interesting fact, that during the 
month of April a donation of thirty-five dol- 
lars came to the American Bible Society for 
its current work, the point of interest being 
that it was sent from the Liberia Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church by Bishop 
Camphor, who, by the way, is the son of a 
prince of one of the tribes of Liberia ! 


WE have been asking for special funds to 
furnish Bibles and Testaments to the soldiers 
and sailors of the United States. Receipts 
have begun to come in, and the first one 
since the amount was raised to $50,000, in 
the April RecorpD, was a check for $500. 
The giver, a lady, is a. Life Member of the 
Society, as her father had been before her. 
He had left in his will $500 for the Society; 
‘“‘But,” she says, * after reading of the work 
of S. B. McLane—‘the red-haired Bible 


Boy ’—Chaplain W. W. Brander and Chaplain 
C. H. Barnes, I could not help thinking, 
Why not send $500 now, and not leave it for 
someone else to attend to after I am gone— 
send it now, and it can. be.used'this Centen- 
nial year, when the dear soldier boys are 
calling for them. My husband was a soldier; 
so you see they come very near my heart. If 
you must give an account of it you can say 
that it is from a friend, and that will certainly 
be true.’ 

Are there not some friends who can follow 
the example of this generous giver, who begs 
us not to mention her name? 


TuHE following comes to us from our Agent, 
the Rev. J. J. Morgan, and shows how curi- 
ously the Bible is intertwined in the early 
memories of most men, even where their 
knowledge is not very accurate: 

“The Psalms are perhaps the best-known 
portion of the Scriptures, to soldiers. For illus- 
tration, a soldier of the 2d Pennsylvania Infan- 
try came to Chaplain McFetridge, one day, 
saying—‘Chaplain, this is not the kind of 
Bible I want.’ When asked what kind he 
wanted, he said, ‘I want an Old Testament 
with the Lord’s Prayer in it.’ The chaplain 
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told him it had not been published yet. He 
said he thought that was what he wanted; at 
any rate he wanted the part of the Bible that 
he could read every day. When the chaplain 
assured him that he could read any part of it 
daily, the soldier was still not satisfied. He 
said, ‘My mother used to read me one part of 
the Bible every day, and that’s what I want.’ 
The chaplain began quoting the twenty-third 
Psalm. ‘ That’s it! That’s it! MThat’s what 
I want!’ he cried.” ee 

A RECENT letter from France brings to the 
Bible House three little ‘‘ Edelweiss ’’ flowers, 
these being part of an acknowledgment of a 
thousand dollars more sent from the Million 
Nickel Fund, with which 20,000 Gospels for 
French soldiers were printed with the money 
furnished by American Sunday-school children 
through the World’s Sunday School Associa- 
tion. The Edelweiss, which (as all Alpine 
travelers know) is found only on the greatest 
heights, was gathered by Georges Bertrand, 
younger son of Dr. Bertrand of the Société 
Biblique de France, 
““Chasseurs Alpins.”’ 

To this may be added a letter addressed to 
Dr. Bertrand which shows another method of 


distribution : 

‘All my church members are very thankful 
for the Gospels, and very often delighted with 
the incidents of the distribution. A few 
instances will give you pleasure. 

““An old sister, Mlle. Boureux, met in the 
street with a lot of colored soldiers. She 
offered a Gospel to one of them. He received 
it, turned it sorrowfully in his hands and said: 
‘I cannot read.’ Then he stretched it to one 
of his comrades, saying: ‘You take it, and 
you will read it to me.’ 

“The same sister, another day, offered a 
Gospel to a fine and very intelligent-looking 
French soldier. He took it, and after reading 
its title said: ‘Oh! thank you. Since a long 
time I have wished to read this book. I 
know it is a very good book, which every 
one in the world should read and practice.’ 

“One of my friends, in a carriage of the 
Metropolitan, gave a Gospel to a soldier, who 
began at once to read it. Arrived at the 
station where he wanted to leave, my friend 
arose to get ready to start. Then the soldier, 
who had not yet arrived at his station, arose 
also, and made toward him—according to 
all the regulations—a large military salute. 
My friend had still enough time to shake 
hands with him and to confirm that the 
book was a very good one. If that soldier 
becomes- as thankful to his Saviour as he

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was to his donor, we shall some day savor 
in his company the heavenly joys. 

‘‘My distributers are.the attendants of three 
prayer meetings we hold every week in our 
chapel, Avenue du Maine, Paris. They are 
rather zealous, and when the Gospels are 
missing for awhile they reclaim them with 
an emphasis which is very encouraging for 
their pastor. 

“Again, thank you very heartily for the 
Gospels. Believe me, yours devotedly, as 


TuHE Protestant Reformation is now being 
commemorated in this, the completion of the 
four hundredth year of the new epoch that it 
began. 

On October 31, 1517, Martin Luther posted 
his 95 thesis on the church door at Wittenburg, 
and the last Sunday of October is, therefore, 
to be observed as Reformation Day. 

Already the churches are taking measures to 
join with the Lutheran churches, which have 
a natural precedence in a proper recognition 
of these world-shaking events and of Luther’s 
relation to them. Perhaps he wrought no 
single work more important than his transla- 
tion of the German Bible. The American 
Bible Society has had a large share, during 
the last century, in circulating this master 
version. We have, accordingly, invited a 
number of noted Lutheran scholars to con- 
tribute to the BrsLE Socrrety REcorp, be- 
ginning in June, a series of articles on the 
subject. The first one will be by the Rev. 
Dr. Victor Tressler, Professor of the Depart- 
ment of the New Testament in the Hamma 
Divinity School of Springfield, O., who will 
write on ‘‘ The German Bible before Luther.” 

The Rev. Professor H. Offermann, of the 
Lutheran Theological Seminary at Mt. Airy 
(Philadelphia), will write on “‘Luther’s Bible 
and its Influence on German Life.’’ This will 
appear in the July number. 

The Rey. Dr. Julius F. Seebach, of the 
Zion Lutheran Church, Hollidaysburg, will 
write in the August number on “‘ The In- 
fluence of Luther and his Bible on Bible 
Circulation and Use throughout the Whole 
World.”’ 

The Rev. George Drach, General Sec- 
retary of the Board of Foreign Missions of 
the General Council of the Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church in. North America, will write in 
our September number on ‘‘The Influence 
of Luther’s Trarislation of the Bible on the 
Translations for the Mission Fields.” 

The October REcorp will contain a final 
article, we hope, on ‘‘The Revisions of 
Luther’s Bible.’’ We are unable, at present, 
to announce the author of this. | 
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Some Statistics of Our Work in Foreign Agencies 
During the Centennial Year 


OTABLE and gratifying as was the 
recognition of the Centennial of the 
American Bible Society throughout the areas 
of its foreign Agencies, one feature of the 
Centennial year’s work necessarily fell behind 
that of its recent predecessors: vzz., the sup- 
ply and distribution of the Scriptures. 


Circulation ' 


Tabulation of the circulation of the Scrip- 
tures during 1916, as reported by our Foreign 
Agencies, shows a regrettable diminution; but 
there is the best of encouragement in the fact 
that this decrease was solely from inability to 
supply the demand, and not from a falling off 
in the call for Scriptures in foreign lands. In 
the face of war conditions and world-wide dis- 
turbances—we may believe because of them— 
the call for Scriptures was larger than ever, it 
would seem. Many had to go unsatisfied be- 
cause reduced appropriations from America 
and increased cost of production in all lands 
greatly diminished the number of volumes 
which could be printed and distributed. Even 
so, areally great number were circulated, as 
may be seen in the following tabular state- 
ment. 


Issues 


The Issues include both Scriptures printed 
by or for the Society and also the Scriptures 
purchased.from other'sources. Ordinarily the 
Issues exceed the Circulation. This year the 
sad reduction in appropriations so diminished 
the work of publication that the Issues fell 
behind the Circulation, since, for Circulation, 
the balance in stock from the previous year 
was used, as well as the Issues of the present 
year. It was fortunate that there was such a 
good balance in stock from the previous larger 
Issues. Nevertheless it means that we enter 
into the new year with no such balance to 
draw from, and that unless the Society is en- 
abled, by increased income, to increase its Is- 
sues this year, many in this and other lands 
who desire the Word of God must be turned 
away empty handed. 


Workers 
The table which we here print gives also a 
statement of the number of Workers em- 
ployed during the Centennial year in all 
Foreign Agencies. Of course the reduction 
in appropriations necessitated also a very 
definite reduction in the number of Workers. 


Nevertheless, the Society was aided by a 
force (foreign and native) of over 1,000 in 
the Foreign Agencies. Of these over one- 
quarter were voluntary workers who received 
no salary or commission. 


Languages 


Something of the wideness of its work is 
indicated by the fact that the Society last year 
helped to supply the Scriptures, through its 
twelve Foreign Agencies, in 102 languages 
and dialects. The Brazil and Siam Agencies 
each supplied Scriptures in 28 languages, 
while the China and Levant Agencies each re- 
port circulation of Scriptures in 29, La Plata 
in 33, and Japan in 39 languages and dialects. 

How welcome it must be to laborers, mer- 
chants, travelers, and scholars, when in for- 
eign lands, to find the Scriptures in each in his 
own language! Just as in America, through 
our Home Agencies, the immigrants and the 
visiting foreigners rejoice to obtain Scriptures 
in their mother tongues, so it is in many of 
our Foreign Agencies. In Japan, for in- 
stance, Scriptures were supplied not only 
in many languages of Asia, and the many 
islands of the Pacific, but also in the lan- 
guages of other continents: for example, in 
Spanish, French, Greek, Hungarian, Swedish, 
and even in some of the languages of North 
America, such as Dakota, Seneca, and Mus- 
kogee. 

With these explanations we present a tenta- 
tive tabular statement of the Workers, the 
Circulation, the Issues, and the Languages 
during the year 1916:

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Annual Report of the Agency for Colored People 


HE picture on our cover page, of a rural 
home in Alabama, will be familiar 
enough to those who know the South—and 
perhaps even more interesting to Northerners, 
who do not know it so well. It is a typical 
cabin such as colporteurs among the colored 
peasantry of the South must visit in the poorer 
sections. Needless to say, the homes of 
many others in cities and towns, and also in 
the country, are very much better than this ; 
but there is a large population who must be 
hunted out with the Scriptures. This home 
was actually visited by Mr. S. A. Stitt, one of 
the colporteurs of our Agency among the 
Colored People of the South, who worked for 
ten months during 1916 in the mining towns 
and rural sections of Alabama. 

“In his house-to-house visits,’? so Dr. 
Wragg reports, “he found some of the old 
people who would bring all the family, even 
their pet dog, to see the Bible-man and hear 
him read out of a big-print Testament.”’ We 
have no other picture of Mr. Stitt, but one 
of Mr. Benton, who is our veteran colpor- 
teur, and we are giving herewith some ex- 
tracts from his report and from those of other 
colporteurs, which make up the body of the 
official report of Dr. Wragg, who has jurisdic- 
tion over them; and, so far as our Bible 
work is concerned, over all the states where 
the colored people are settled throughout the 
South. 

There were 11 colporteurs thus busy this 
year—not 11 all the year through, however. 
For the first three months of the year there 
were 5; for the second three months, 6; for 
the third, 11; and for the last quarter 6 again, 
the circulation naturally reaching its acme in 
July, August, and September. 

Dr. Wragg is ambitious to reach a circula- 
tion of at least 50,000 copies every year, and 
he feels a little disappointed that he did not 
succeed this year, but he did reach 49,156 
copies. So he is cheerful about it: he has 
increased his circulation by 7,439 copies— 
the 49,156 consisting of 9,487 Bibles, 15,901 
Testaments, 23,768 portions, bringing in a 
cash return of $6,272.50. These are eloquent 


figures—eloquent of the settled determina- 
tion of Dr. Wragg to see to it that so far as 
possible the people of his race pay a fair 
price for what they get, and eloquent also 
of the fact that they are willing to do it. 

The eleven colporteurs spent 2,125 days al- 
together; traveled 20,396 miles, and reached 
319 towns and villages, much of their work, 
being done in the country and the coal fields. 
They visited 46,458 families, finding 4,374 
families without Bibles, half of whom were 
too poor to purchase; to these and other very 
poor persons 1,506 copies were given. This 
affords an outline of the year’s work, and 
now, under Dr. Wragg’s guidance, we will © 
follow some of the colporteurs in their jour- 
neys. 


Here we are in a mining section, with Col- 
porteur Benton heavily laden with Bibles, 
parts of the Bible, and Testaments, winding 
his way up and down hills to the homes of 
these poor, hard-working people. At the first 
door he is refused entrance, because it is 
thought he is an agent who is selling on in- 
stallment prices, and his goods are not want- 
ed. Here at this home the door is open and 
a woman and babe are sitting in it. At first 
they are very indifferent as to what he says or 
has. He then pulls out a two-cent Gospel; 
this does not seem to catch the attention of 
the woman, so he brings out one of the ‘‘big- 
print’’ portions and begins to read some part 
of it to her, holding the book quite a distance 
from his eyes. She can read, also, and must 
get near him to see if he is reading just right. 
Before she is aware of it we hear her say, 
“That is a fine print. I will take this one.’’ 
“Yes, we have nice Bibles, too. Let me show 
them to you.’’ She is now interested and is 
calling all of the neighbors to see this Bible- 
man and his books. In a few minutes, after 
many questions have been asked about the 
books and how they can sell them, all of that 
little settlement are standing about, looking 
at and talking about the Bible, or the part of 
the Bible, that they have bought. 

This is a nice little town, and this morning 
Colporteur Benton had his stand on the street; 
but I see it has been moved. On our rounds 
we meet up with him and I ask the trouble. 
He says: “We are not allowed to have stands 
on the streets, even to distribute Bibles; I am 
permitted to work the town, but must keep 
going. I have had a fine day of it, though. I 
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am walking along slowly, sowing my Bible 
seed, and the people have picked them all up 
and I am going back for another supply.” 

It was now late in the afternoon and I 
wanted to know what time he expected to 
return. ‘I will rise by light and will get here 
by this time to-morrow, and do all I can and 
have a good fresh start the next day,’’ he 
replied. ‘‘Good walking,” said I. ‘‘ Yes, 
that is one of the first things a colporteur has 
to learn—how to use his legs.’’? ‘You must 
get very tired carrying such heavy loads so

far.’ ‘‘We learn this, too, and we do not 
have time to mourn under the load, but our 
thoughts are constantly kept on how we can 
interest the people in emptying it.”’ 

Why, our colporteur is now holding his head 
down, as if all were going wrong. ‘What is 
your trouble to-day ?’’ I inquire. “I had all 
my books shipped to this town, and on reach- 
ing here I was told by the mayor that I would 
have to pay a license to sell Bibles. I ex- 
plained the nature of the work of the Ameri- 
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can Bible Society, telling him that I had never 
had this to do before, and that our work was 
truly a missionary one. I had to see the 
commissioner of revenue. He informed me 
that there is a law against distributing Bibles 
without a license, and said I would have to 
get my case through the circuit court. I must 
see the judge of the court first, and he was out 
of town at this time. I went at once to see 
the attorney who he said was looking after the 
judge’s affairs. I was informed by this gentle- 
man that he was only looking after his special 
affairs, and could not take up this matter. 
When you met me I was just thinking what 
next to do.’’ 

“Well, you must be very discouraged.” 
‘Yes, I was discouraged after I found that I 
could not get the books in the hands of my 
people, who are greatly in need of them; for 
them I am sorry, but we many times are shut 
out of a place and later return again to that 
same place and do a great work for these 
same people. I am not giving this place up 
for good—don’t think that! I will return at 
some future time and try again when the judge 
is at home.” 

What a determination and will we find in 
Colporteur Benton! With his face full of 
smiles, and touching his hat respectfully, he 
takes his load down to his stopping place and 
boards the first train for the next town. 
“‘ Where are your books, Bible-man ?”’ said an 
officer who had met him before. “‘I did not 
bring them, as I did not know whether 
or not you would allow me to distribute Bibles 
here.”’ ‘‘Get to work and put out all you 
Cais, 

We find him this time happy, putting out 
his cheaply-bound books in every section of 
that mining camp. 

The chances of the road vary in Bible sell- 
ing as with other lines of business. Col- 
porteur Williams in Georgia has this experi- 


ence to relate: 

““My next stop was at Columbus, Ga. On 
my arrival, being very parsimonious (as be- 
cometh a student), I presumed it cheaper to 
spend the night at the Methodist parsonage, 
having to pay only (as I supposed) hack fare. 
The hackman gladly took me to the place 
where he had seen a parsonage, as he stated, 
on his arrival fifteen years ago. There I was, 
standing with two suit cases, in weeds tower- 
ing almost head high, I then for the first 
time could repeat in the true spirit of the 
Master—‘ The foxes have holes, the birds of 
the air have nests, but the Son of Man hath 
not where to lay his head.’ 

“Guided by the hand of Providence, I found 
my way to the Colored Y. M. C. A. building, 
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where I was courteously received, Early 
next morning I called at the mayor’s office 
and applied for a permit to sell Bibles in the 
city. He asked, ‘What kind of books are you 
selling?’ ‘Bibles,’ I replied; then he said, 
‘You need no permit—sell ten thousand if 
you can.’ Thus my work in the city was 
quite helpful in placing in every home possi- 
ble the Word of our Master. 

“Hence we made our way to a certain city 
where it was reported $500,000 worth of 
whisky would be destroyed. On our arrival 
10,000 persons were on-lookers. Rivulets 
were swollen with the deadly fluid, the street 
perfumed, and many arrested while attempt- 
ing to sip the fluid from the stream. On my 
return I was held up by an officer who 
searched to find moonshine whisky; but he 
quickly bade me Godspeed.”’ 


Mr. F. P. Augustine tells us: 


“T also canvassed among that class of our 
people who are considered doomed to sin and 
utter destruction; and they listened most 
attentively to the Word of God as it fell from 
my lips. I thank God for the success of my 
work among this lower class, for in most 
cases I was able through God’s help to sup- 
ply. the members of such communities with 
the Word. 

“I did not expect to find the Scriptures in 
the homes of such people, owing to their low 
position in the scale of intelligence and their 
disregard for righteousness and godliness; 
but I did expect to find the better class of our 
people—the churchgoers—considerably well 
supplied with the Scriptures. Yet I was sadly 
disappointed. I found hundreds of church- 
going people who did not own the Bible. As 
I saw this striking situation I realized for the 
first time how great were my opportunities 
for service and how tremendous were the 
responsibilities imposed upon me. As a re- 
sult my spirit was rekindled, my determina- 
tion strengthened, and the slogan of my 
heart was: ‘A Bible for every home’! 

“With this purpose in view, I struggled 
persistently, through sunshine and rain, some- 
times hungry and almost exhausted, but always 
rejoicing and thanking God for the success 
that awaited me and greeted me day after 
day. One day, as I walked along the streets, 
going from house to house, I met a lady who 
professed Christianity and possessed all the 
marks of refinement. She was very cordial, 
and invited me into herhome. As I told her 
of my errand I noticed on a center table a 
street guide, a city directory, a number of 
railroad time-tables, a business directory and 
other guides and helps of considerable im- 
portance. As I continued my story to her I 
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wondered if there was a Bible in the home. 
Finally I asked for her Bible and, behold, she 
had none! ‘Lady,’ said I, ‘may I add to 
these guides which I see on the table the 
greatest of all guides?? ‘This guide,’ I con- 
tinued, ‘is the guide of righteousness, the 
guide of godliness, the guide of salvation.’ I 
noticed upon her face the tinge of conviction; 
I had touched the very core of her heart. 
‘Brother,’ said she, ‘I promised the Lord 
several years ago, when my husband was 
very ill, that I would buy a Bible. God was 
very kind to me and restored my husband to 
his original health. I have not been true to 
my pledge; I failed to buy the book. I have 
had every opportunity to buy one, but did not 
do so. But, thank God, he has given me an- 
other opportunity, and I will purchase a Bible 
this very day, and then I can say I have “‘the 
greatest of all guides.’’’ This is but one of 
the many ‘Christian’ homes in which the 
Scriptures were placed.”’ 


And, again, Mr. Augustine says—and per- 
haps his distinguished surname will make 
what he says seem quite appropriate— 


“Thus closed my summer’s work in the 
state of Louisiana. More than 850 homes 
were visited. Among the towns visited may 
be mentioned New Orleans, Moreauville, 
Marksville, Kennerville, and Long Bridge. 
Many sick homes were visited and more than 


2,500 copies of the Scriptures were distrib- 


uted. 


“The circulation or number of Bibles, Tes- 
taments and portions distributed would be 
larger were it not for the power of Cathol- 
icism, which is perhaps the greatest foe to 
the progress of this work in Louisiana, and 
especially in New Orleans. A large per 
cent of the inhabitants are Roman Catholic. 
These people have been taught from infancy 
that they should not read the Bible, for they 
cannot interpret it; also that the priest is 
able to tell them all they should know re- 
garding the Scriptures, and that a Catholic 


prayer book is all that they ought to have in ~ 


their houses as a source of spiritual help. 
When we consider the depths of such igno- 
rance, we see at once how great a barrier is 
Catholicism to the advancement of our work. 
However, we also realize 'that it is our duty. 
to teach the people the ‘better way.’ This 
realization of duty, especially as a colporteur 
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and follower of Jesus Christ, impelled me to 


do aggressive work among all people of my 


race—the young as well as the old; the ig- 
norant as well as the intelligent; the Catholic e: 


“as well as the Protestant.”’ 
Coming back ‘to South Carolina, we see 
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Colporteur Davis at work in the cotton sec- 
tion of the state. He says: 


“We find many homes without Bibles due 
to poverty; and these are supplied with 
books; others could get the books but never 
became interested in them. We often find 
this a job; but when He is with us we do not 
fear.”’ Do you ever find any of the people 
ready to make a sacrifice to get a book?” 

Just the other day some children had been 
picking cotton and made some money and 
put it away for another purpose; but when 
their mother saw the Bibles she called them 
and said: “You can get that later; but get 
your little money and buy a Bible, now, for 
you may not have this chance again.’ The 
people are learning to be independent, and 
seem to appreciate the chance to buy a book. 
Of course we find many a sponge among 
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them.”’ “Do you ever find any gamblers on 
your rounds?” “I went once into a house 
where some men were gambling, and as I 
showed them my Bibles they used the very vil- 
est language at me.” ‘‘ Were you not afraid? 
I am told that they will often kill you to keep 
you from reporting them.” ‘‘ We go day by 
day, trusting in His Word, and as we carry it 
we feed upon it. This came to us at that 
trying time—‘Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.’ One good man was 
in that crowd. I am sure he was led astray. 
He took one of the Bibles and promised to 
read it. I may have been sent there to find 
and save that one soul!”’ 

These are samples of the seed sowing. We 
regret that we cannot tell something from 
every one of them, but what is told is fairly 
characteristic of them all. 


The Bible Societies an Evangelistic Agency 


HE KOREA MAGAZINE (an “Inde- 

pendent Interdenominational Month- 
ly’’) makes its bow to the missionary world in 
the January number. It has an Editorial 
Board consisting of the Rev. S. A. Beck, who 
is the Agent of the Society, and three well- 
known missionaries—Dr. J.S. Gale, Mr. W. G. 
Cram and Mr. W. A. Noble. We are pleased 
to notice that one of the first articles is on 
“The Bible Societies an Evangelistic Agen- 
cy,” which we reproduce. 


In the propagation of the truths of the 
Christian religion an intense evangelism is 
generally recognized as the central fact. An 
evangelism that brings the message of life 
with dynamic force to the human conscious- 
ness, that brings the virtue of Christ in heal- 
ing contact with the open sore of the human 
race, is the true fulfillment of the idea of 
Christ’s universal conquest. 

In its effort to conserve and foster this 
spirit of evangelism, the Christian church 
has established many agencies. Some are of 
doubtful value, others are good and helpful, 
while there are some that are indispensable. 
Among those agencies that are reckoned as 
indispensable and whose origin is recognized 
as providential, the Bible societies come first 
and are entitled to special consideration, as a 
force conserving the evangelical and regen- 
erating ideas of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

This is apparent, because the Bible soci- 
eties stand before the world as the custodians

of the Word of God. The interpretation of 
the message of life and the principles of its 
propagation, the unfolding secrets of personal 
communion with God and the duty of indi- 
vidual life in Christian service and sacrifice 
are to be found in genuine simplicity in the 
Scriptures themselves. The Word is its own 
best interpreter. Systems of theology have 
their place in the study of the philosophy and 
science of the Christian religion, but they can- 
not suffice to supply the masses with a knowl- 
edge of the original sources of spiritual life. 
Often have we heard that the simple reading 
of the Word has awakened a consciousness of 
sin. A Gospel portion stored away in hiding, 
covered with the dust of years, is suddenly 
brought to light and brings its message of 
healing life, of overflowing joy and comfort, 
at just the time when the awakened soul is 
feeling out into the darkness after something 
desired, but unknown. The Word preaches 
its own message. It delivers its burden. Its 
evangelistic note is sounded. A soul hears 
and is saved. The agency which has brought 
It 
prints the Word and puts it within the reach 
of the poorest of the masses. They buy and 
read—and in reading find life. Truly it is 
one of the greatest evangelistic agencies be- 
cause, as a custodian of the Word, it serves 
all men regardless of nationality or language, 
and all churches regardless of creed or name. 

That the Bible societies are an evangelistic 
force is again evidenced in that the printing 


_of the plain text of the Bible, without note or 


comment, is a perpetual testimony to the fact 
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that the Holy Scriptures are the Word of 
God. The Bible societies do not countenance 
a destructive criticism. They will not publish 
a dissected or amputated Bible. Many a criti- 
cal comment has fostered a spirit of unbelief. 
Often such comments have not produced re- 
search, but, on the contrary, pride and arro- 
gance. In printing the plain Word and spread- 
ing it broadcast the Bible societies have done 
more for a sane and helpful interpretation of 
the Word, and the application of its principles 
to everyday life, than any other agency of the 
church. They bear a silent but impressive 
testimony to the authenticity and credibility 
of the Holy Book. 

Lastly, the evangelistic value of the Bible 
societies is manifested in their distribution of 
the Scriptures through a well-ordered plan of 
colportage. Always in co-operation with the 
church, these colporteurs are sent out laden 
with Bibles, or portions of the same, printed 
in an attractive form, to be sold at a price 
which even the poorest can pay. The col- 
porteur is truly an evangel of light. Often 
he brings the Word in contact with raw, un- 
tempered life for the first time. He does not 
always see a miracle of grace, but he has 
brought this raw, untutored human life into 
touch with a spiritual force; he has brought 
to ita message of love and life—yea, abound- 
ing love and everlasting life. Such an agency 
as this is incalculably valuable as a real evan- 
gelistic force. The Bible societies are the 
greatest asset the modern missionary move- 
ment possesses. 


Then follows an article on ‘‘The Bible- 
woman,’’ by Miss Kate Cooper, a very inter- 
esting study of the development of this arm 
of missionary service. We may quote a 
paragraph from it: 


If we may be allowed to indulge a pro- 
phetic spirit we would say that the future 
Bible-women of Korea will be women of some 
education, and while they may not be able 
to take the journeys on foot, or endure some 
of the hardships that their grandmothers did, 
yet if they have only been rooted and ground- 
ed in the gospel of Jesus Christ they will be 
able to do more thorough teaching, and can

the American nation in one of its big-: 


gest problems by its work in the Philippine 
Islands. It is also helping the Christian 
Church solve its problem and perform its 
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help in the singing and other features of the 
work in a way our older Bible-women could 
never do. At present, and for years to come, 
woman’s work must be done by Bible-women 
and volunteer women workers; but the changes 
in social conditions are making it possible in 
many places to use younger women as Bible 
teachers and leaders than we were able to use 
in the past. While we feel that our better 
educated schoolgirls and younger women will 
gradually take the place of Bible teachers 
and helpers, yet we cannot do without our 
good old women, who have been chosen and 
used of God to do a lasting work, and who 
still have a most important mission to fill in 
the Master’s vineyard. 


One is tempted when he reads a morsel 
here and there of unusual interest to quote 
it; but we cannot venture, except for this 
paragraph—so out of the common that it 
opens an unknown world of literature. We 
quote it, also, omitting of course the Korean 
script which accompanies the proper names. 


Ch’oi Ch’i-wun 

As truly as Chaucer is the Father of English 
Poetry, so is Ch’oi-Ch’i-wun the Father of Ko- 
rean Literature. He was born nearly 500 
years before Chaucer, being a contemporary 
of Alfred the Great. A sonof Silla, at twelve 
years of age he went to the kingdom of the 
Tangs when China had reached the greatest 
period of her history. The capital was 
then called Chang-an, now Si-an, the city to . 
which the old Dowager fled in 1900. There 
he studied, and graduated with honors 
when he was only seventeen years of age, 
entering service of the emperor as chief 
secretary to General Ko-pyung. He became 
widely known as a talented J/¢teratz and his 
works were included in the masterpieces of 
the Tangs. Later he returned to Korea, © 
being twenty-seven years of age, and became 
Queen Chinsung’s chief minister of state. 
No tomb marks his last resting-place; for, like 
Moses, his departure was a mystery. It is 
said that when nearly a hundred years of age 
he disappeared in the hills and became one of 
the genii.

duty in those same Islands. Reciprocally the 
attitude of Church and State affects the work 
of the Society. In his annual report for 1916 
the Rev. J. L. McLaughlin, the Agent of the 
Society, gives interesting light and comment 
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on the political, social and religious condi- 
tions in this farthest territory of the United 
States. 


Mr. McLaughlin was absent from his Agency 
for nine months in the United States, assist- 
ing in the Celebration of the Centennial of 
the Society. This fact, together with the de- 
creased appropriations for the year, in part 
explains a decreased circulation of the Scrip- 
tures as compared with the previous banner 
year. The report shows acirculation of 3,124 
Bibles, 8,817 Testaments, 50,096 portions; or, 
a total of 62,037 volumes. During the same 
period there were printed 830 Bi- 
bles, 10,700 Testaments, 103,500 
portions; or, a total of 115,030 vol- 
umes. Of these 44,400 were in Ilo 
cano, 1,000 in Ifugao, 24,330 in Pam- 
panga, 15,500 in Cebuan, 29,800 in 
Panayan. 

The following paragraphs are 
from Mr. McLaughlin’s report: 


The Political Situation 


The political situation is materi- 
ally affecting the work of the Agen- 
cy. The large strides toward inde- 
pendence, as provided by the pas- 
sage of the Jones Bill, have created 
an enthusiasm and interest that have 
turned men’s minds aside from other 
than political subjects. In the in- 
creased participation in the govern- 
ment the masses of the people see 
visions of the near approach of their 
long-hoped-for millennial desires. Under the 
provisions of the Congressional concessions, 
the newly-elected senate supplants the Philip- 
pine Commission. The rapid Filipinization of 
the departments of the government is sending 
back to the States large numbers of American 
employees, and there is an increasing sense of 
self-sufficiency on the part of the Filipinos 
themselves that makes them correspondingly 
suspicious of, and prejudiced against, anything 
that smacks of outside propaganda. The ene- 
mies of the open Bible have tried to utilize 
this to the utmost, teaching that it is “the 
Americans’ Bible.’’ But this sort of opposi- 
tion is losing out, and among the more sober- 
minded Filipinos there is a more or less clear 
conviction that in some way or other their in- 
dependence must be linked up with the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 


The Social Life 
The social life of the people is drifting 
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away from the old Roman Catholic Church as 
a center, where it has been held for centuries 
past, and itis centering more and more around 
the life of the public schools. The attitude of 
extreme “hands off,’’ adopted by the govern- 
ment in regard to religious questions in the 
public schools, has resulted in an almost anti- 
Christian sentiment therein. This was adopted 
through a mistaken idea of placating a Roman 
Catholic assumption that did not exist. Con- 


sequently a large output of the youth of the 
Islands from the schools is bearing the stamp 
of agnosticism and infidelity. Weare glad to 
be able to report that in many centers these 
students of their own accord are asking for 
instruction in the Bible. Nearly every pro-

vincial missionary is carrying classes of from 
fifty to one hundred such students who are 
sincerely anxious to know about this book 
that has had such an influence among men 
and nations. 
Bible Day 

On December 12th we celebrated our “‘ Bible 
Day” here in the Islands. Pursuant to a re- 
quest from the Manila office, this was quite 
generally celebrated throughout the Islands. 
A large number of the native churches ob- 
served the day in honor of the Centenary of 
our Society, and not a few took special offer- 
ings for the work of the same. 


Religious. Work 
In the strictly religious work there is much 
to afford encouragement and inspiration. En- 
couraging revivals are reported from many 
parts and a keen awakening as to the possi- 
bility of the same in every part. One mis- 
sionary reports 2,500 conversions during the 
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year, another 2,000 and several others nearly 
as well. Within the Roman Catholic Church 
there is an evident disposition to adjust itself 
to the public opinion that is being formed. 
This public opinion has been influenced in no 
small degree by the evangelical propaganda, 
of which the distribution of the Scriptures far 
and wide has been one of the most important 
factors. 

At a recent provincial district conference, 
after the evening adjournment a crowd hung 
about the chapel, asking questions and dis- 
cussing the problems raised. The missionary 
was tired, and anxious to seek his rest, but alto- 
gether loth to stem the tide of interest. Finally, 
after eleven o’clock at night, thirty young men 
students decided’to join the church on proba- 
tion and organize themselves into a Bible 
Class and follow the teaching of the Word. 
These were part of a large organization of 
students who had pledged themselves to free 
thought, as being bigger than to be tram- 
meled by religious beliefs. 

Within the Roman Church itself, apart 
from the ecclesiastical leaders, there is aris- 
ing a modern party that is demanding a 
more liberal attitude toward the beliefs of 
others. iG 
Two Significant Incidents 


Mr. Theodore Yangco, the great Filipino 
philanthropist, who is doing more for his peo- 
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ple along that line than any other living man, 
at a recent session of one of these student 
Bible Classes gave strong expression to his 
earnest conviction that a thorough study of 
the Bible is the greatest need of the Filipino 
people to-day. He is a member in good 
standing of the old church that has ever been 
against the open Bible, and it requires cour- 
age for one to take sucha stand. But he is 
in line with the sentiment that is slowly but 
surely gaining ground in the face of opposi- 
tion, persecution, even boycott and ruin, that 
Rome arrays against those who dare oppose 
her favorite tenets. 

As I write, the public is stirred to its depths 
by a speech given by Hon. Manuel Quezon, 
president of the Philippine senate, at a public 
meeting recently held in honor of the great 
Filipino martyr, Jose Rizal, who was shot on 
December 30, 1896. At amass meeting held 
on the recent anniversary of that event, Mr. 
Quezon most strongly commended the princi- 
ples for which Jose Rizal lived and died, and 
condemned the religious orders for their greed 
and selfishness as being the greatest enemies 
of Philippine interests. The Jesuit order has 
taken up the gauntlet so fearlessly thrown 
down, and a battle royal is apparent. 

The conflict is between the Roman stand- 
ard with the pope as their supreme authority, 
and evangelical Christianity with the Bible as 
its supreme authority. 


China Touched by the Gospel 


ifs the BrnLE SocrETy ReEcorpD of April, 
1880, there is a letter from Dr. Gulick, the 
Society’s Agent in China, mentioning the 
beginning of an important work of mission- 
aries of the American Baptist Missionary 
Union at Swatow. ‘‘ During the year past,” 
says Dr. Gulick, “‘the American Bible Society 
has published the book of Genesis in the 
Swatow Colloquial, translated by the Rev. 
William Ashmore and Miss Fielde, and it is 
_ a pleasure to think of it as being used by the 
patient students in the men’s training class 
and in the Bible-women’s school, as well as 
by many members of the church in their 
various homes throughout this region who 
have learned through Christian teaching to 
read the Word in their own language.”’ 
Colporteurs of the American Bible Society 
have often carried Scriptures into this field 
since that time. One might wonder what a 
colporteur could accomplish in those early 
days, when Genesis was the only book in the 
people’s tongue. Yet numbers of instances 
have occurred in China where, as with Nee- 


sima in Japan, the book of Genesis opened a 
new vision for a pagan. A scholarly Chinese 
of seventy years, who had studied the Bible 
for ten years, at last came to seek baptism. 
When he was asked what led him to believe 
in Christ he replied that the book of Genesis 
gave him his first and clearest view of the 
folly of idolatry. 

The Rev. Dr. Augustus H. Strong, of 
Rochester, N. Y., has lately written a letter 
to a friend that gives glimpses of the growth 
of Baptist missions in the Swatow field. The 
Rev. Dr. William Ashmore, Sr., selected the 
site of the mission at Swatow about seventy 
years ago. It is now a beautiful spot where 
are some twenty mission buildings. 

The influence of years of spreading the 
gospel in that field is illustrated by the recep- 
tion given to Dr. Strong at Chao Yang, a city 
of three hundred thousand inhabitants, lying 
about twenty miles from Swatow. Seventy 
years ago the population of that city was hos- 
tile to all “foreign devils.” At the dock last 
year eighty young men from the mission 
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school in Chao Yang, dressed in white with 
sashes of blue, met Dr. Strong’s party. A 
brass band with bugles and resounding drums 
led the way. The student escort followed. 
Then came a squad of sol- 
diers with shouldered 
arms, bearing Chinese 
and American flags. Dr. 
Strong’s party, in sedan 
chairs, brought up the 
rear of this procession. 

“The band struck up,” 
says Dr. Strong, “‘a great 
explosion of fire crackers 
ensued, and we began our 
journey of one and one- 
half miles to the gates of 
the city, and then of two 
miles and ahalf through its 
crowded streets, until we 
reached the mission build- 
ings and the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Groesbeck, 
on the other side of the 
town. Imagine a street 
two and a half miles long 
and only from six to ten 
feet wide, thronged with 
water carriers and beasts 
of burden, compelled to 
give way to this long pro- 
cession! Every nook and 
corner of the way, the fronts of the one- 
storied shops, the entrances to the cross- 
streets—all these were a perfect sea of faces; 
rows of children, little and big, overtopped 
by rows of half-naked men, with scores of 
women peering wistfully from windows in the 
rear—faces by thousands and tens of thou- 
sands, till it seemed as if the whole popula- 
tion of the planet had emptied itself into Chao 
Yang! 

“Needless to say that I was astounded at 
such a reception; for Augustus Cesar never 
made an imperial entry into Rome more 
thrilling than the triumphal entry Augustus 
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Strong made that day into the great city of 
Chao Yang. 

“Our departure from Swatow was almost 
as spectacular as our entry into Chao Yang. 


COLPORTEURS AMONG CHINESE MOUNTAINHERS 


There was no military guard, and there were 
no fire crackers, but there was a fine brass 
band of academy boys to lead our procession 
of sedan chairs as we passed through the long 
lines of scholars who had gathered with their 
teachers to bid us farewell. 

‘““My week-end in Swatow leaves me with 
a new sense of the vastness of the heathen 
world and ofits needs. The question whether 
the heathen will ever be saved if we do not 
give them the gospel is not so serious a one 
for us as the other question—whether we our- 
selves will ever be saved if we do not give 
them the gospel!”’ .

One of our Life Members from North Caro- 
lina, who sends the Treasurer five dollars for 
the work of the Society, besides money to 
send the BrnLz Society REcorpD to five of his 
acquaintances, says: ““I am a Life Member 
and greatly enjoy the REcorp. It isa sort 
of perpetual Acts of the Apostles. May God’s 
pore blessing rest upon you and the Soci- 
ety!’ 

A lady from Ohio had discussed with her 
husband the sending of a gift to the Bible So- 
ciety, but the husband was suddenly called 
from this earth. After a time the lady sent 
the money to us ‘‘as a Memorial,” saying: 

Iam very glad to send it, for there has never 
been a time when the truth was more needed 
than in these present ‘perilous’ times, and I 
am glad that with me my beloved can help to 
carry on the work.”’ 


Some friends in Kansas, enclosing a draft 
for one hundred dollars for disseminating 
God’s Word through the medium of the 
American Bible Society, said: ‘‘ This is the 
result of God’s commands, actuated by the ex- 
emplary lives and precepts of our beloved 
parents. Please tell us more about your- 
selves.” 


A lady in Iowa writes: “‘I received one. of 
your Bibles thirteen years ago, andI can’t tell 
you how much good I have derived from it.’’ 


A blind preacher in Missouri writes: “‘ Your 
present of the New Testament in Braille came 
in good order. Words cannot express how 
grateful I am to you for this favor. The 
books will be of untold value to me, and I 
hope that in the future I may be able to prove 
how grateful I am to you for your kindness.” 

The applications which come to the Bible 
Society from the blind are sometimes very 
touching, as showing what amount of self-de- 
nial a blind man is willing to face in order to 
pay something toward the cost of the Bible 
which he desires to possess. We had sent to 
a blind man in Indiana who asked it the Price- 
list of the Bible in New York, and an applica- 
tion for a grant, and this is his reply : 

“Enclosed you will find the blank filled out. 
I wish to say that at the present time Iam not 
able to pay any money for the Bible, having 
been struck by an automobile on the evening 
of November 3rd, and not having been able to 
walk a step as yet. Heavy expense has taken 
everything I had financially. But I will be 
willing to make you the promise, if you for- 
ward me the Bible, as soon as Iam able to get 
back to my work of chair-caning to pay you a 
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little along, as I am able, until the full amount 
of $27.50 is met. 

‘ Hoping that this condition will meet your 
approval, for I am very anxious for the Bible, 
I remain,”’ etc. 


Perhaps our readers can imagine what we 
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did. The eleven volumes of the Bible in Point 
Print, weighing one hundred and twenty 
pounds, went to him, a free gift from the 
American Bible Society, and carried free of 
charge by the United States mail. 


One New Testament—A Tale from Mexico* 
Rev. Alfred C. Wright 


HE revolution in Mexico has now lasted 
more than six years. The mines are 
closed down, the industries paralyzed, much of 
the agricultural land is uncultivated, thousands 
of the inhabitants have left the country—the 
rich for political reasons and the poor to look 
for work—and most of the missionaries have 
had to go. Some of the evangelical churches 
have been left with scarcely a member, but 
as a rule they continue their services, their 
schools are open, and most of the members, 
whether they are found in the ranks as sol- 
diers or in other occupations, have remained 
faithful to their Christian teachings. 

There is a mining camp in the state of 
Sonora, now shut down, but formerly one of 
the big gold producers ofthe country. Fifteen 
or twenty years ago a little group of Chris- 
tians here was organized as a church, which 
flourished for a time, but was scattered by the 
effects of the revolution, so that for months 
it has had no services at all. 

On last Christmas (1916) a missionary 
visited them, and while working at the adorn- 
ing of a little tree in the chapel, he asked the 
Mexican man who was directing how he 
first came to accept the gospel. This is his 
story: 

“A long time ago (it must have been in the 
nineties) I was working in the mine, when, on 
coming out one day, a great, tall American 
accosted me and asked me to buy a book, 
showing me a very attractive-looking little 
volume. I told him that I had no money for 
books and hardly knew how to read. 

“““Oh! said he, ‘this book only costs a 
quarter, and just see how plain the type is to 
read!’ I thought that he was trying to fool 
me, and I told him that he just wanted to get 
the book in my hands and then he would 
demand a big price for it, for I knew very 
well that twenty-five cents would not pay for 
the binding alone. 

““* Well,’ said he, ‘I will make you a pres- 
ent of it, for I know that when you read it you 
will want to know more, and will come back 
and buy enough to make up for the price.’ 
And he pushed the book on me and almost

forced me to take it. As soon as he had left, 
some women who had been watching from 
behind their doors, afraid to show their faces, 
came out of the houses near by and began 
eagerly to tell me that the man was an ‘ac- 
cursed, Protestant,’ and that I must not read 
that book, nor even keep it, but must take it 
to the priest right away. 

“TI had never been very religious and had 
never had much use for the priests, and I told 
them that I did not propose to give up the 
book until I had found out for myself what it 
contained. This filled them with terror, and 
they told me that the pope had threatened to 
excommunicate anyone who should read such 
things, and had prohibited them from buying 
or receiving anything from the ‘Protestants.’ 
I replied that the pope had not ordered me, 
and that I did not take orders from him. 

“The women were horrified, but I was 
more anxious than ever to know what was in 
the little book, and I made up my mind that 
no one should take it away from me until I 
had read it. So as soon as I could find time, 
I sat down to read. 

‘“‘T had often been told strange and dis- 
agreeable things about the Protestants, and 
that they got all of their wrong notions 
from a book of which they thought a great 
deal. Although I had never met any of them 
and knew nothing about them, I was glad that 
I had an opportunity now to see and know for 
myself what they did believe. 

‘‘T was astonished to find that the book 
began simply with the story of Jesus Christ, 
of whom we had always heard something in 
the Roman Catholic Church. But that story 
was told in such a way that it went right to 
my heart in a minute, and I had not been 
reading an hour before I cried out, ‘What this 
book tells must be the simple truth.’ Before 
I put the book down that night, I said, ‘I 
don’t know anything about the Protestants, 
but if this book is one of theirs, I am going 
to be one too, because I believe what it 
says.’ 

‘The next day I hunted up the man who 
had sold me the book, and bought of him as 
many others as I could, and asked him a lot 
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of questions. He did not know how to speak 
my language very well, but he was a big- 
hearted man, and he helped me to know the 
Bible, pointing out the passages that I would 
better read first, and he helped me more than 
I can tell. 

“From that day to this I have loved the 
New Testament, and it has led me to follow 
Him whose story it tells, and I have tried to 
give to others this same beautiful story.”’ 

The Christmas tree was nearly trimmed 
when he finished his tale. It was in a chapel 
which that man had built, with the help of his 
neighbors, on his own land—a much better 
house than the-one in which he lives him- 
self—and in it for years he has held services, 
preaching as well as he could, with no aid 
from any missionary society, and heartily 
welcoming any minister of the pure gospel of 
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the New Testament who visited his place to 
preach in it. 

That Christmas Eve it was filled to over- 
flowing, and with only a week’s preparation 
little children and bright young girls sang the 
songs of Noél and recited poems, and the 
visitor told them again the sweet story of old. 
There were present neighbors of the working 
class and common soldiers ; a number of offi- 
cers in their bright uniforms—for this is right 
on the edge of the region where the dreaded 
Yaqui Indians have been killing people re- 
cently—and a dense crowd of boys around the 
door; but they all listened in perfect silence 
and with rapt attention. 

The influence of the gospel is wonderful, 
and many in this sad, war-torn land are ready 
to listen if any will come in the right way to 
tell it to them. 


Text and Context 


HE Rev. Dr. Asahel Clark Kendrick, who 
was well known not only in his own 
denomination (Baptist) but far outside of it, 
as an eminent scholar and leader, has been ap- 
propriately commended ina recent volume by 
his daughter, called ‘An American Scholar.” 
Such a scholar all who love sacred letters 
must delight in. 

We quote from this book the following, 
from ‘‘Letters to a Pastor,’”’ on ‘‘Studying 
the Scriptures’’—all the more noteworthy be- 
cause he never was a pastor himself: 

First, you must study the Scriptures as a 
whole. All the parts are variously interlinked 
and blended with each other. In order to be 
familiar with any part, you must be familiar 
with every part. And, again, each separate 
book or portion of the Scriptures is to be re- 
garded as a subordinate whole. Study them, 
then, as a whole, and bring, so far as possible, 
the accumulated force of all the context, of 
the general scope and spirit of the book, to 


bear upon the understanding of the separate 
parts. There is a sort of moral momentum 
acquired by the reading of the context which 
will often bear you readily over difficulties 
that would not have yielded to the most in- 
tense labor applied directly and exclusively to 
the difficulty itself. Few passages stand so 
entirely isolated but that they will gradually 
render up their significance to him who makes 
his approaches slowly and through the con- 
text. You may undermine and sap a passage 
which you cannot storm. You may finally 
determine what a passage does mean, by pa- 
tiently working around it and determining 
what it ought to mean. Nor are any errors 
of interpretation more abundant, perhaps, than 
those which spring from the neglect of this 
principle. The sacred books are treated as if 
they were a collection of proverbs, or inde- 
pendent sayings, instead of what they almost 
invariably are—a closely compacted tissue of 
narrative or discussion.”

York, Thursday, April 5, 1917, at 3.30 p.m., 
President James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. H. O. Dwight, who read the sixty-third 
Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 

The minutes of the Committee on Publica- 
tion were read, its recommendations adopted, 
and the minutes approved. Armenians, of 
whom there are a hundred thousand in the 
United States and in South America, can get 
no Bibles from Constantinople, in consequence 
of the war. Syrians and other Arabic-speak- 
ing people in the United States, in South 
America, in Egypt, and in other parts of the 
world, by reason of the war are not able to 
receive Bibles from Beirut, where the Society 
has had its Arabic Bibles printed. It was 
proposed to make plates of a Bible in Arme- 
nian and a Testament in Arabic, and the pro- 
posal was referred to the Committee on Pub- 
lication, with power to act. 

The Pacific Agency and the South Atlantic 
Agency each reported plans for reducing the 
cost of the Agency office and depository: 
These plans were approved. 

It was decided to recommend to the So- 
ciety at its annual meeting to amend the con- 
stitution, increasing the fee for annual mem- 
bership in the Society from three dollars to 
five dollars, and for Life Membership from 
thirty dollars to fifty. dollars: 

The chief bookkeeper, Mr. Kelly, having re- 
tired after sixty-three years spent in the serv- 
ice of the Society, the Secretaries were re- 
quested to write to Mr. Kelly a letter of 
appreciation and of regret that he feels 
obliged to retire from the service. 

It was decided to hold for some weeks a 
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brief religious service on each Friday, noon, 
in the Managers’ Room, to which all in the 
Bible House are invited. 

The Secretaries reported consignments to 
Foreign Agencies during March as follows: 

To Central America, 4,620 volumes, valued 
at $392.35; to Mexico, 57,024 volumes, valued 
at $1,943.75; to West Indies, 3,425 volumes, 
valued at $445.85. Total, 65,069 volumes, val- 
ued at $2,781.95. 

Issues from the Bible House during the 
month of March were 229,114 volumes.
